SDS Activities 

Literature distributed by the Washington 
Regional Office of Students for a Democratic Society 
(SDS) in the Washington, D„ C. area announced that 
SDS would sponsor a rally at the Lincoln Memorial, 
WDC, beginning at noon on November 5, 1968, and march 
to the White House after the rally. 


According to the literature, students who are 
united in opposition to the "undemocratic elections", 
would participate. Students were asked to join "in the 
fight to end racism, poverty, imperialism, and plastic 
America, and in the struggle to create a new society, 
which is just, creative, and rationally productive." 
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Source advised that a regional meeting of 
SDS was held in TOC on the night of October 27, 1968, 
to discuss plans for the November 5, 1968 rally. 

According to the source, the possibility of 
a confrontation with the police was discussed, and it 
was agreed to violently confront the police if necessary. 
MIKE SPIEGEL, an SDS regional organizer, urged those 
present to inform SDS chapters of the possibility of 
"being busted", and suggested that everyone "be prepared"

On November 5, 1968, Special Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (SAs of the FBI) observed 
that subject began speaking at approximately 12:45 PM 
at the Lincoln Memorial, Washington, D„ C. 

OGLESBY stated that the new generation has 
been forming for a long time, and has now been forced 
into the streets by society. He said the new generation 
will take over the streets by violence if necessary. 
OGLESBY stated it is no pleasure to be educated "under 
the wand of the pigs", and that the finest thing this 
country has produced is kids that understand America. 

OGLESBY stated that black racism does not 
hurt whites, but that white racism hurts the blacks. 

He said that the Vietnam situation is part of the system, 
and that the system does not want change. 

OGLESBY stated that gatherings such as theirs 
were a step towards solving the problems of the nation. 

As OGLESBY finished his speech,the entire crowd 
began running toward Constitution Avenue, and then east 
on Constitution. Some cherry bombs or small firecrackers 
were thrown. Some of the leaders of the crowd were ob- ■" 
served to have chains wrapped around their fists. Police 
kept most of the demonstrators on the sidewalk, but at 
about 1:20 PM, a fight developed between the police and 
demonstrators at 20th Street and Constitution Avenue, 
Northwest. 
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Subsequently, altercations broke out between 
the demonstrators and the police.

Source advised that subject was the featured 
speaker at an SDS sponsored rally at Gaston Hall, 
Georgetown University, Washington, D, C. on November 3, 
1968, OGLESBY was introduced as a class president 
of SDS. He stated that the college administration, 
the police, and the government are not representing 
or assisting students in the community. OGLESBY stated 
that the only way students can change the present 
structure is to obtain their education and then move 
into positions in the power structure.

The "Diamond Back" a University of Maryland 
newspaper, carried an article entitled "Stay Within 
System, Die Politer - Oglesby" on page 2 of the 
November 5, 1968 edition. 



According to the article, OGLESBY spoke before 
250 persons at a gathering on the University of 
Maryland Campus sponsored by SDS on November 4, 1968. 



According to the article, OGLESBY indicated 
that those who worked within the system for change, can 
do nothing more than die politer deaths. According to 
the article, OGLESBY stated, |'Western man - born in the 
Renaissance, fired in the enlightment and tried in 
countless revolutions,is now a cog in a consistently 
refined and effective machine." OGLESBY solution to the 
situation is, "to build an'independent political force 
that is not beholden to those now in power". He stated, 
"to operate politically, you have to be somekind of crazy, 
but you do it because the system drives you crazy". 



Source advised that subject gave a speech which 
lasted approximately 25 minutes. Subject in his speech 
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related that the voters had no choice for president 
in the election, and that the way to protest their dis¬ 
satisfaction with the present political system way to 
boycott the polls.

Service Office (NISO), Chicago, Illinois, on September 6, 

1968, indicated a tape recording was made of speeches 
at the National Mobilization Committee to End the War 
in Vietnam Mass Rally, Wednesday, August 28, 1968. The / 
information was received to the effect that while efforts (y 
were made to tape the entire rally, there was considerable \ 
background noise from aircraft flying over the area, and 
portions of the speakers’ addresses were inaudible due 
to their moving away from the microphone, or shouting so 
loud, their modulation was extremely poor. 


Following his introduction, OGLESBY reportedly 
made the following comments: 



"It’s the same here. It’s here the way it was 
in Watts.j It’s here the way it was in Saigon. It's 
here the'way it was in Bolivia, in Peru, in South Africa. 

We need revolutions now. There is a fight going on. That / 
fight is not going to be fought out with creampuffs. It’s /0 
not going to be won by nice words. It’s going to won; ^ 
only through the extent the we decide to fight that fight; 
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We don't have any alternative. We can't give up here . , \ - 

and apologize to the blue bonnets... We do this v ' 

because we understand that nothing less than a 
fight can even insure our survival... We cannot survive 
here except if you fight for your rights." 


Three sources who know CARL PRESTON OGLESBY, 
Jr. by sight, identified the two photographs of the 
white male with the bill peaked cap, dark jacket and 
trousers, and wearing sunglasses at the Grant Park 
Band Shell, Chicago, Illinois, August 28, 1968, as being 
identical with CARL PRESTON OGLESBY, Jr. who has been 
a resident of Yellow Springs, Ohio.

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as 
it is known today, came into being at a founding convention 
held at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to 
"radically transform" the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. GUS HALL, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us." 

At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anti-communist 
proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the October 
7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," the official publication 
of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are some communists 
in SDS and they are welcome. The national headquarters of this 
organization as of July 24, 1968, was located in Room 206, 1608 
West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois.

the National Convention of SDS, held at Kewadin, Michigan, 
June, 1965, Carl Oglesby was elected to the SDS Presi¬ 
dency. The article describes Oglesby as 30 years of age, 
a graduate of UM, and noted that in 1961, he was awarded 
a Major Hopwood Drama Award at UM. The article also 
notes that Oglesby was the fifth SDS National President 
in a row to have been a former student of the UM. 



The "Ann Arbor News," a daily newspaper published 
in Ann Arbor, Michigan, under the date June 15, 1965, 
carried an article entitled, "Three Actions Set In Protest 
Movement." The article shows in part as follows: 



"Carl Oglesby of Ann Arbor, newly elected 
presidai t of the National Students Fo’r Democratic 
Society, said in Kewadin, near Traverse City, 
that the society is considering plans — in¬ 
cluding possible deliberate violation of U. S. 
Espionage Laws — to try to force the government 
to defend its Vietnam position in court. 

"Up to 200 UM students belong to society 
and Oglesby, 28 year old UM graduate, said 
that if the society's council approves the 
plan, it still would have to be voted on by 
the group's 2,000 members. 

"It occured to us that it may be a good 
idea to put the administration into a trial 
situation, Oglesby said. 'One way would be 
through a deliberate infraction of the 1917 
Espionage Act.' ?» 

"Oglesby said the act forbids the advo¬ 
cacy that a member of the U. S. Armed Forces 
desert the Army or refuse to do battle for 
the country. 
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"Oglesby added one method of attacking i 

the act would be to distribute pamphlets in 
or near Army bases urging soldiers to refuse 
to fight in Vietnam." 

A sixth confidential source advised on October 20, 

1967, that Oglesby, past president of SDS, would be 
"activist - scholar - In Residence,"Antioch College, 

Yellow Springs, Ohio, for a period of six months. Source 
advised Oglesby was then residing at 221 Xenia Avenue, 

Yellow Springs, Ohio, which was located in the rear of 
the Peace and Freedom Center, Yellow Springs, Ohio. 

"The Record," an Antioch College newspaper printed \ 

weekly in Yellow Springs, Ohio, carried an article entitled, J ) 
"Oglesby Chosen CG (Community Government) Activist - Scholar," 
in the September 30, 1966 edition.

On November 6, 1967, a seventh source made 
available a position paper prepared by the Committee 
Against Defense Research (CADR), Antioch College, dated 
November 1, 1967, captioned, "Antioch and the Department 
of Defense: The Case For Disassociation." This paper 
protests the fact that Antioch College has a Defense Depart¬ 
ment contract and makes the following recommendations:

(A) That the college is ,in the future, 
entered into no contracts with the 
Defense Department. 

(B) That the college begin immediately 
an earnest and open search for ways 
to terminate the existing contracts 
as quickly as possible. 

(C) That the president make a public 
announcement that Antioch will 
never again enter into such agree¬ 
ments with the Defense Department, 
and that the community can rest 
assured that this be official binding 
policy.

Among the list of authors of this paper was 
the name of Carl Oglesby. 

On May 15, 1967, and June 5. 1967 . an eighth ^6 
confidential source advised I I mentioned b7c 

Oglesby was in Stockholm, Sweden, during early May of 
1967, in connection with the War Crimes Tribunal being 
held in that city. 

"The Washington Post," a daily newspaper of 
general circulation in the Washington, D.C. area, carried 
an article reporting from Stockholm, on May 2, 1967, by 
the Associated Press, covering the International War 
Crimes Tribunal set up by Lord Bertrand Russell. This 
article is entitled, "Americans Help Open Anti-U.S. 
Tribunal," on Page A-20 of the May 3, 1967 edition. 

According to the article, Lord Bertrand Russell 
issued a statement through his secretary that, "The 
world is numbed by the arrogant brutality of the U.S. 
Government." Russell stated, "The U.S. Government is 
beginning an enormous new onslaught against the people 
of Vietnam." 

According to the article, among those who sat 
on the "Tribunal Panel" was Oglesby. 

Carl Preston Oglesby, Jr. was interviewed by 
Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(3As of the FBI) at his residence, Yellow Springs, Ohio, 
on April 19, 1967, to discuss with him the whereabouts 
of William Allen Hartzog, for whom a 4?ench warrant had been 
issued by the U. S. District Court, Cincinnati, Ohio, on 
March 16, 1967. Oglesby advised that Hartzog had come to 
his apartment at Yellow Springs, Ohio, shortly before 
Hartzog was due to appear in court in Cincinnati, Ohio,

the first time, and it was his recollection that his 
arrival in Yellow Springs would have been about the end 
of February or first of March, 1967. He remained at 
the Oglesby apartment until shortly before he was due 
to appear in court a second time, possibly March 16, 1967. 
Oglesby said he was being visited at the same time by 
Carl Davidson, National Vice President of the SDS, and 
Hartzog and Davidson slept on couches in the apartment 
during this period. Oglesby related that Hartzog was 
interested in selling his Chevrolet automobile and did 
in fact sell it to Carl Davidson or to the SDS for David¬ 
son's use. Oglesby said he withdrew $200.00 from the 
Co-Op at Yellow Springs, which he turned over to Hartzog 
as payment for the car on Davidson's behalf. The next 
day or so after that, Oglesby received a $200.00 money 
order from SDS in Chicago repaying this amount of money, 
Oglesby stated that he was unaware that Hartzog was leaving, 
until he had gone, and he has no knowledge of where he 
went or where he may be located. 

In answer to direct questions, Oglesby stated 
that while he does not know where Hartzog may be, he 
would not disclose this information even if he knew where 
Hartzog could be found. He said he did not wish to,make 
life more miserable for Hartzog, who has his "crying 
sympathy." 

Oglesby expressed the opinion that it is entirely 
possible that Hartzog, as well as others in this situation, 
might possibly go to Canada; however, he said he knows of 
no grapevine outlet through which he might hear anything 
regarding this. 

Oglesby also stated that he feels the Vietnam 
war is an abomination and that -the draft is unfair. He ( 

said he has personally made a number of speeches in an 
attempt to build up a political momentum to change it all. 

Literature distributed by the Washington Regional 
Office of SDS in Washington, D.C. area, announced that

SDS would sponsor a rally at the Lincoln Memorial, Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., beginning at noon on November 5, 1968,and 
march to the White House after the rally. 



On November 5, 1968, SAs of the FBI observed 
Oglesby begin speaking at the SDS rally at approximately 
12:45 P.M.i at the Lincoln Memorial, Washington, D.C. 



Oglesby stated that the new generation has been 
formed for a long time, and has now been forced into the 
streets by society. He said the new generation will take 
over the streets by violence, if necessary. Oglesby stated 
it is no pleasure to be educated "under the wand of the 
pigs," and that the finest thing this country has produced 
is kids that understand America. 



Oglesby stated that black racism does not hurt 
whites, but that white racism hurts the blacks. He said 
that the Vietnam situation is part of the system and that 
the system does not want change.

Oglesby stated that gatherings such as these 
were a step toward solving the problems of the nation. 




As Oglesby finished his speech, the entire 
crowd began running toward Constitution Avenue and then 
east on Constitution. Some cherry bombs or small fire¬ 
crackers were thrown. Some of the leaders of the crowd 
were observed to have chains wrapped around their fists. 
Police kept most of the demonstrators on the sidewalk, 
but at about 1:20 P.M. a fight developed between the police 
and demonstrators at 20th Street and Constitution Avenue, 
N.W. 

Subsequently, altercations broke out between the 
demonstrators and the police.

It’s here the way it was in 
Bolivia, in Peru, in South Africa. We need 
revolutions now. There is a fight going on. 

That fight is not going to be fought out with 

cream puffs. It’s now going to be won by nice 

words.

On November 6, 1968, a ninth source advised 
that Carl Preston Oglesby, Jr* was then residing in a 
"flat" with his wife and children at 1268 Vermont Street, 
San Francisco, California. 

The ninth source also advised, on November 6, 
1968, that Oglesby is associated with the San Francisco 
Mime Troupe, 450 Alabama Street, San Francisco, California. 

The source further advised that the San Fran¬ 
cisco Mime. Troupe is a left-oriented aggregation, propa¬ 
ganda, theatrical group, which concentrates on anti¬ 
establishments, anti-war, and obscene plays. It is 
supported by grants, contributions and fees. ' 

A tenth source advised on June 16, 1968, that 
Oglesby attended the National Convention of the SDS, which 
was held at Michigan State University (MSU), East Lansing, 
Michigan, from June 9.—15, 1968. Oglesby_was one of eight 
persons elected.to the National Interim Committee (NIC).

STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 


The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as 
it is known today, came into being at a founding convention 
held at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth, to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam, and to 
"radically transform" the university community and provide 
for its complete control by students. Gus Hall, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of the 
"responsible left" which the Party has "going for us". At 
the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anticommunist 
proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes", the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national 
headquarters of this organization as of July 24, 1968, was 
located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, 
Illinois.

As a specific suggestion along the lines of attack 
discussed in referenced letters, it is believed that the actions 
©f Columbia Records might be brought to the attention of 
officials of the Columbia Broadcasting System (CBS) through 
having a stockholder in CBS direct a letter to CBS asking that 
an explanation be made at the annual meeting of stockholders 
concerning the reasons for its subsidiary, Columbia Records, 
actively supporting underground media newspapers and New Left 
propaganda programs. Such a letter might be sent either by an 
Agent who is a stockholder or by a stockholder who could be 
approached to do this for the Bureau. Some companies accept 
questions concerning company operations in person at stock¬ 
holder’s meetings but generally the companies desire that 
questions be submitted in advance. Questions answers are 
frequently printed and distributed to stockholders and are often 
commented on again in financial and other publications if news¬ 
worthy or unusual.

It is noted that by its letter to the Bureau dated 
1/22/69, WFO reported that the passport file on OGLESBY 
contained two requests from "Life” magazine that OGLESBY’S 
passport be validated for travel to Cuba to observe the Tenth 
Anniversary of the Cuban Revolution. Such validation was 
denied by the State Department. 

Nevertheless, OGLESBY did made the trip to Cuba. 

This can be substantiated by his own article appearing in "Life** 
magazine and appears susceptible of additional proof through 
interviews which could be conducted with representatives of 
•’Life” who have been previously contacted by pretext in New 
York. It is further noted that "The Militant*' in its issue 
dated 1/24/69 carried an article by PAUL MC KNIGHT datelined 
Havana, Cuba, which stated that CARL OGLESBY was in Havana, 

Cuba, at the time this article was written. 

The Bureau is requested to advise Whether or not it 
is possible for the State Department or other department of the 
Government to take any action against OGLESBY for his unauthorized 
trip to Cuba between 12/26/68 and 1/15/69.

Begardlng your other suggestion that a stockholder in 
the Columbia Broadcasting System (CBS) might direct a letter 
to CBS concerning the support by Columbia records, a subsidiary 
of CSS, for underground media newspapers and Mew Left propaganda 
programs, the Bureau dees not feel that this proposed endeavor 
would be beneficial at this time. "Life*magazine has and is 
currently carrying articles and photographs by individuals who 
appear to support certain phases of the Mew Left. This 
magazine in its efforts to maintain a high volume of sales is 
willing to present any controversial matter, sometimes la a 
favorable light, and therefore would not probably react in a 
convincing manner to any letter along the lines proposed by 
your office. 

Any further suggestions by your office under this 
program will receive close attention at the Bureau and you should 
continue to submit sape no matter how unusual or difficult the 
proposal may be. X

For the information of other offices, the Bureau has 
observed that this Subject, who is a former President of SDS, 
has made speeches during the past several years on college 
campuses and other public gatherings. He has made statements 
indicating a propensity for violence on his part and on the 
part of SDS. OStESBY is currently a member of the National 
interim Committee of SDS and is considered a sort of elder 
statesman of SDS. 

The Bureau desires to receive any tapes or recordings 
of speeches made by OGLESBY, particularly parts in which he has 
made violent or militant statements or statements indicating 
potential agitation on a college campus. ^ 

The Bureau is advised that San Francisco has no 
copies of any tapes or recordings of speeches made by OGLESBY. 
In fact, since OGLESBY came to San Francisco about 10/1/68, he 
has publicly appeared at only one meeting in the San Francisco 
area and he made no speech at that meeting. Informants state 
that aside from his continuing travels to other sections of 
the country and one trip to Cuba, he is spending much time .in 
writing. Reportedly he is writing a play but the details of 
such literary effort are not known. The Northern California 
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Regional Council of SDS has not met for several months and 
OGLESBY has not attended any meetings thereof. He has not 
been reported in attendance at any other SDS meetings in 
this area. All available information indicates that OGLESBY 
is holding himself^ aloof from the routine activities of SDS. 


The San Francisco file concerning OGLESBY has been 
reviewed and certain instances have been noted in which 
OGLESBY participated in meetings in the past, at which 
recordings may have been made or his remarks may have been of 
interest to the Bureau. The offices receiving copies of this 
letter are requested to review their files concerning OGLESBY 
and their files relating to the meetings identified hereafter, 
to ascertain any tapes or recordings of remarks by OGLESBY. 

If such are located, the recordings should be furnished the 
Bureau and San Francisco advised of the action. In the future 
if OGLESBY appears to make additional speeches, steps should be 
taken to obtain a recofMing of his speech and furnish same to 
the Bureau. San Francisco also requests Detroit and Cincinnati, 
who have been offices of origin in this investigation of OGLESBY 
during a more active period, to make a special review of their 
files to determine any pertinent recordings.
